Preparation of a new electoral roll for the Dacca University Constituency for election 
to the Bengal Legislative Council. 


Under the provisions of rule 9 (4) of the Bengal Electoral Rules, the existing 
Electoral Roll for the Dacca University constituency, which was prepared in 1926, 
will cease to be in force about the end of September 1929, and it is now mecessary to 
take steps for the preparation of a new Electoral Roll. Under the terms of raph 
12 of Schedule II of the Bengal Electoral Rules, a person is qualified as an elector 
for the Dacca University constituency who (1) has a place of residence i Bengal 
and is a member of ‘the Court or a registered graduate of the University, or (2) has a

the Ist April 1920, been registered as a graduate of any other Indian University. No 
erson can vote at any general election both in the Calcutta University and in the 

Graduates of the University of Dacca of three years’ 
standing or a iy who have not yet been enrolled as Registered Graduates, are 
advised to apply for registration (in the prescribed form which can be obtained gratis 
from the Registrar's office) on payment of the prescribed fee (Rs. 5 only) as early 
as pomitie.
